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Town evacuated for gas leak 


A NUMBER of shops, businesses and 
homes in Lyme Regis were evacuated after 
a gas pipe was hit during road resurfacing 
works. 

The town was in lock-down as businesses and 
houses in the Bell Cliff, Cobb Gate and Bridge 
Street areas were evacuated yesterday (Tuesday) 
afternoon, after workmen resurfacing Church 
Street and Bridge Street hit a gas pipe. 

Several other shops also closed early following 
the incident, which left the town centre virtually 
empty, and police later asked shops further up 
Broad Street to evacuate the area. An emergency 
evacuation centre was set up at Woodmead Halls. 

Police and fire crews from Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth were called to the scene, where hose pipes 
were used to spray the area to dissipate the gas be¬ 
fore the gas distribution company SGN arrived. 

A spokesperson for SGN said: “We were called 
out earlier today to Bridge Street in Lyme Regis 
following a report that one of our gas mains had 
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been damaged by a third party. The police and fire 
service have evacuated 75 properties in the area. 
The road remains closed while this incident is on¬ 
going. 

“We have sent our emergency team to the area to 
investigate the damage and make a repair to the 
pipe as soon as possible. 

“At present no gas supplies to the Lyme Regis 
area have been affected.” 

■ Traders had complained earlier in the day that 
the access to the town centre was being affected by 
the resurfacing works, as Bridge Street was too nar¬ 
row to provide pedestrian access along while the 
work was carried out, and Coombe Street was also 
blocked off. 

On Monday, access to Monmouth Street and 
Pooles Court was also closed off while the upper 
section of Church Street was resurfaced. 

Although Church Street has now been closed for 
several weeks for repair works to buildings, pedes¬ 
trian access and access to side roads had been 
maintained throughout until resurfacing began. 

Some traders have complained that they were not 
notified that access to their businesses would be af¬ 
fected this week. 

However, Dorset County Council’s Highways de¬ 
partment said they “should not be criticised” for the 
works, as they had given all the correct notices and 
programmed the resurfacing to take place while 
Church Street was already closed, avoiding future 
disruption. 

A spokesman said: “It was always planned and 
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communicated that the resurfacing would happen 
in week five of the closure - which is now. The 
works will take five days.” 

The spokesperson added that bus companies and 
parking services had been reminded this week that 
Bridge Street would be closed off. 

The resurfacing works were scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted by Friday, and the closure of Church Street 
will continue for a further week. It is not known 
whether the gas leak has delayed works.

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Lyme disease in Lyme Regis 


A DISEASE described in the national press this week 
as “the most significant threat to human health” is 
spreading in its namesake Lyme Regis. 

The town council was last week asked to take ac¬ 
tion against Lyme disease, an infectious disease 
spread by ticks which are often carried by deer, after 
five cases of the illness were confirmed among Lyme 
Regis allotment holders in recent years. 

Rachael Pope, one of the allotment holders who has 
been diagnosed with Lyme disease, told councillors 
that the illness was becoming an increasing threat at 
the Charmouth Road allotments, as deer regularly 
got into the site, and asked them to help by raising 
awareness of the disease and erecting a fence around 
the allotments. 

Lyme disease can also affect walkers in woodland 
areas and Mrs Pope reported that a visitor from the 
Netherlands had recently contracted the illness after 
walking the South West Coast Path between Lyme 
Regis and Beer. 

The visitor had contacted the national charity Lyme 
Disease Action and said that, in the Netherlands, tick 
bite incidents could be reported on a website to help 
raise awareness and with research, but she found no 
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such website in the UK and also was unable to find 
any tick removal tools in Lyme Regis’ pharmacies. 

“In hindsight I’m a bit shocked by this lack of 
availability of tick removal tools and lack of knowl¬ 
edge,” the visitor wrote. 

Mrs Pope is trying to raise further awareness of the 
risks of Lyme disease among visitors, pharmacies 
and local GPs. She has erected posters and handed 
out leaflets in local Woodland Trust areas and at 
Stonebarrow Hill in Charmouth, and has requested 
that the Tourist Information Centre carry informa¬ 
tion on the risk of Lyme disease. 

Mrs Pope has also arranged for a training module 
on Lyme disease to be sent to all local GP practices 
and has asked for tick removers to be stocked in 
local pharmacies, with Lloyds Pharmacy having 
agreed to look into this. 

“We have a responsibility to make tourists aware 
of any issues in the area,” she said. 

“The biggest problem is lack of knowledge. When 
I was bitten by a tick I didn’t realise how serious it 
could be. It wasn’t until three years later that I went 
to the doctor and was diagnosed with Lyme disease 
after my brother was also diagnosed on the other 
side of Dorset. 

“One of the obvious symptoms is the ‘bullseye’ red 
rash around the bite.” 

Town councillor Stan Williams, chairman of Town 
Management, is hoping his committee can now take 
the issue forward. 

“I think it’s a very important issue and we will be 
looking into it. The situation is getting worse nation¬ 
ally and deer are getting into our allotments, which 
are the worst thing for spreading ticks,” he said. 

The spread of Lyme disease has recently hit the na¬ 
tional headlines, with the billionaire founder of 
Phones 4U, John Caudwell, speaking out after he, 
his ex-wife and three children all tested positive for 
the infection. He said the lack of research into the 
disease made it “the most significant threat to human 
health”. 

However, Stella Huyshe-Shires, chairman of Lyme 
Disease Action, said she did not agree with this 


statement as their was no scientific evidence to sug¬ 
gest the disease could be transmitted person-to-per- 
son. 

“Lack of awareness is one of the problems; the 
public are generally unaware of ticks and doctors 
often believe that Lyme disease is not in the UK, or 
only in the New Forest, so it doesn’t get consid¬ 
ered,” she added. 

“There are also a lot of uncertainties in diagnosis 
and treatment.” 

LYME DISEASE FACT FILE: 

a Lyme disease does not take its name from Lyme 
Regis, but from Old Lyme in Connecticut, USA, where 
it was diagnosed as a separate condition for the first 
time in 1975, having previously been mistaken for ju¬ 
venile rheumatoid arthritis. 

# Lyme disease is an infection caused by bacteria called 
Borrelia burgdorferi. Some people will get a circular 
'bullseye'red rash that spreads from a tick bite and may 
also suffer from headaches, stomach upsets, feeling 
very tired, pains in muscles and joints and numbness 
or tingling feelings. Lyme disease can be serious, so if 
you get a rash or feel ill in the first six weeks after a tick 
bite, go to the doctor straight away. 

# Ticks can be found in places with damp vegetation 
and lots of small animals and birds to feed on, such as 
woodlands and gardens. Deer often carry ticks. 

# If you are bitten by a tick, try to remove it as quickly 
as possible using a simple tick remover, which are avail¬ 
able from the Lyme Disease Action website, vets and 
some pharmacies. Alternatively, tie a loop of thread 
around the tick as close to your skin as possible and pull 
firmly upwards without twisting and trying not to dam¬ 
age the tick. 

# Do not try to pull the tick out with your fingers as you 
may squeeze its contents into your body. Do not burn 
it, cover it in Vaseline or any other chemical, or scrape 
or cut the tick - only remove it whole and disinfect the 
area after removal. 

a To avoid tick bites, keep your arms and legs covered 
when walking in woodlands, use insect repellents such 
as DEET or Picaridin, check for ticks regularly when out 
walking, and brush off clothing before going indoors. 
Ensure children are safely dressed when in areas of veg¬ 
etation.

Lyme says goodbye to 
its oldest resident Molly 



MOLLY Raison, thought to be Lyme Regis’ 
oldest resident, has died just a few months be¬ 
fore her 105th birthday.

spare time to the RNLI. If she wasn’t helping to 
run the lifeboat gift shop she was knitting or or¬ 
ganising various fundraising events for the char¬ 
ity. 

Molly spent her last seven years at Bymead 
House nursing home in Charmouth where she 
remained happy and active until shortly before 
her death. The family extend their thanks to the 
staff of Bymead House for the love and care 
they showed Molly. 

Molly is survived by two children, Gaye and 
Nick, and by four grandchildren, seven great 
grandchildren and numerous nephews and 
nieces.

WITH autumn well and truly upon us our thoughts begin to turn to batten¬ 
ing down the hatches for winter. One area often overlooked is your prop¬ 
erty's roof, despite the fact that it bears the brunt of the rain, hail, snow and 
frost! But it's worth giving it a second thought because that moss up there 
is slowly causing problems which accelerate over winter. Rain sodden moss 
adds considerably to the weight load on your roof, but of more concern is 
the freeze/thaw effect. Waterlogged moss expands when frozen, lifting tiles 
and causing them to fracture at the join with the tile above. In addition, 
moss at any cement/tile join (ridge tiles and gulley interfaces for example) 
will gradually crack the cement seal, causing the render to fall out and al¬ 
lowing moisture in. Removing the moss halts this process entirely, which 
in the long term reduces your maintenance costs. As an added bonus the 
roof cleaners will, as part of the process, clear your gutters and downpipes 
ready for winter.

The change, which 
has already been rolled out across Wales and 
Scotland, is expected to curb carrier bag use and 
reduce the number of plastic bags reaching our 
beaches and seas. 

The group showed their support for the 
changes and what they will be using to carry 
their shopping on Monday with a wide variety of 
jute, tote, bag for life and cooler bags. 

Matilda Manley, project officer for Litter Free 


Coast and Sea, a campaign to reduce marine and 
beach litter and improve bathing water quality 
along the Dorset and East Devon coast, said:"Lo- 
cally, plastic bags can cause harm to marine 
wildlife and seabirds through ingestion and en¬ 
tanglement. They can also get caught in fisher¬ 
man's nets and boat propellers. 

"It is great to see how much the community in 
Lyme Regis love their beach and already use 
reusable bags." 

If you would like to get involved with Love 
Lyme's Beaches, the group hold several beach 
cleans at Lyme Regis throughout the year. To find

A wcckfy column throughout October 

Trying out everything^! HEALTH&FITNESS has to offer* 


AFTER a great first week I was back at the gym after work on Monday feeling great and looking forward to my next 
couple of sessions. Again I was struck with how much space there was considering it was Monday night and probably 
the most popular time for people to train. There were no issues with having to wait for any equipment at all, you 
can just get on with your workout; it really does make a huge difference. 

On Monday night Duncan had me focused on a full body session doing the same as I had done on Saturday but 
with less reps on heavier weights. It was a totally different feeling and I did find certain bits harder than others. As it 
was a full body workout I lifted weights using both the upper and lower body. Despite my previous knee injury my 
legs feel relatively strong, which is the total opposite to my upper body. I particularly struggled with the chest press 
and found it really hard to squeeze out the last few reps, but Duncan gave me plenty of encouragement and helped 
me through. He was always on hand to give me pointers with my technique as I often found myself adjusting without 
realising and making things harder than they should be. 

I've quickly realized how important it is to use the correct techniques, especially when weight training and that is 
where I feel the B! Health & Fitness team really makes a difference. They are all really friendly and get to know all 
their members on a personal level so you don't feel stupid or intimidated having to ask for help. Even if you don't 
askthey are always there to give you pointers making sure you're not going to injure yourself by lifting in the wrong 
way. 

Tuesday night was the one I'd really been looking forward to, as it was a golf specific session focusing on exercises 
that will strengthen my golf game. The session was again totally different from what I'd done up to now with a lot 
of focus on flexibility but also working on my core strength. Everything I did was a lot more controlled and I could 
really feel how it was using the muscles that help me generate power with my golf swing. 

Duncan also showed me a few exercises with a new piece of equipment they have, which is called an RMT club. I 
instantly felt comfortable as you can hold it similar to a golf club and work the specific muscle groups you use in the 
golf swing.The club is weighted and doing some more vigorous exercises with it certainly got the heart pumping. 

It was a brilliant session that I really enjoyed. It's great to know that the team can structure you a programme based 
entirely on the areas you want to work on, especially if you play a specific sport. Duncan told me how they have re¬ 
cently created a programme for a local gig rower and also a cricket bowler. It gives a real difference to your workout 
and it certainly gave me extra motivation knowing it would directly help my golf game. I want to thank Duncan for 
putting that together for me and I look forward to developing more on that in the future. 

That was my last session for the week, as I write this I'm about to head to Barcelona on a stag do for the weekend! 
Not the best thing for a fit and healthy lifestyle but from time to time we all have the odd slip up! However it has left 
me feeling almost frustrated that I now can't train until Monday, I'm really enjoying working out and in this short 
time it's already making me feel so much better about myself. I'm coming back to a personal training session with 
Craig on Monday, after a heavy weekend away with the boys it could be interesting! 


Volunteers needed to create 
'community haven'at Belmont 
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A SMALL team of volunteers from 
Lyme Regis have been working 
away at the lower gardens of Bel¬ 
mont, the former home of famed au¬ 
thor John Fowles and 18th century 
businesswoman Eleanor Coade. 

The lower garden is separate from 
the house and upper garden and will 
be run and used by the local people 
of Lyme Regis. The house itself re¬ 
cently received a £1.8million 
restoration by the Landmark Trust 
and will now be let as self-catering 
holiday accommodation. 

The volunteer group meet every 
Thursday at 1 lam onwards, but they 
also organise other times to work on 
the garden to suit their needs and new volunteers 
are always welcome. 

The Lyme branch of Travis Perkins has agreed 
to donate a shed for the project, and volunteers 
will soon be moving onto the next phase now that 
most of the overgrowth has been cut back. 

The gardens at Belmont were once beautiful, 
landscaped, Victorian gardens reaching down to 
the promenade and public gardens below. The 
garden has a number of beautiful specimen trees 
and once held a rare groups and species of plants. 

It fell into disrepair in the late 1980s and became 
immensely overgrown in the following years. Un¬ 
fortunately, many of the rare species have been 
lost but the garden still has an amazing structure 
that volunteers are currently uncovering and they 
hope it will be beautiful again with the help from 
the people of Lyme Regis. 

John Fowles, former owner of Belmont and au¬ 
thor of “The French Lieutenant’s Woman”, wished 


to see the gardens used for educational and com¬ 
munity use, so the volunteers are creating a “secret 
garden”, described as a “haven for the community 
to enjoy and learn new skills”, separate from the 
house which will be let out. 

Since the Landmark Trust have taken over the 
property in Pound Street (pictured above), 
Groundwork and the trust have been brought in to 
set up a Friends of Belmont Gardens group to take 
on renovation of the historical garden. 

Helen Staveley, project officer with Ground¬ 
work, said: “It is our wish also for the garden to 
be used by the community to develop its potential 
as a haven of tranquillity and be used for education 
and community groups. 

“The garden has a good variety of wildlife and 
has many insects, amphibians and mammals that 
call it home. There is so much potential, it's really 
exciting.”

T HE inaugural Radio Times Festival 
landed on the glorious green at Hampton 
Court Palace last month for a three-day 
extravaganza packed with workshops, celebrity 
interviews and events, all to celebrate every¬ 
thing that’s great about broadcasting in this 
country. 

Fans of some of the most watched and listened-to pro¬ 
grammes descended on the palace for a weekend of pure 
unadulterated pleasure and with Indian summer condi¬ 
tions, the feel of a countryside village fete was complete. 

I had been invited to attend in a press capacity and 
therefore was able to dip in and out of a variety of dif¬ 
ferent proceedings. 

Some of the festivities were lost on me as my sched¬ 
ule dictates I’m often working when prime time shows 
are aired. That said, I do have my favourites and as a 
teenager I did take work experience at Newsround, so I 
jumped in with both feet and immersed myself in the 
world of television and radio for the full three days. 

Day one began with a breakfast reception complete 
with bacon butties (I do love getting free food) in the 
VIP marquee. We were welcomed by Radio Times ed¬ 
itor Ben Preston and Andrew Marr, who took time to an¬ 
swer questions and joked about tucking into his bacon. 
The broadcaster and journalist showed why he is still 
the premier political commentator. He was eloquent and 
engaging and I was sorry that due to a change in the 
schedule, I would not be able to attend his interview. 

This clash did mean, however, that I had a bit of time 
to wander around and take in all the festival had to offer. 
I soon found myself in the BBC tent, and was almost 
immediately grabbed by a helpful staffer who took my 
photo next to Doctor Who! Ok, it was actually in front 
of a green screen and the Doctor was just superimposed 
later, but I did look the part and I will eagerly await my 
call from the producers when they next need someone 
to fulfil the role. I also did a bit of football commentary, 
at which I wasn’t very adept, but as a Yeovil Town fan 
I’m not used to describing goals. 

The next call on my agenda was the real Wolf Hall 
tour, which saw a group of 30 or so of us hot-footing it

across the road to the grounds of Hampton Court Palace. 
We were met by one of the curators, highly acclaimed 
Tudor historian Tracy Borman, who gave us a brief in¬ 
troduction before taking us on a magical journey around 
the older parts of the estate. We were even given a cou¬ 
ple of special treats by firstly being huddled into a dark¬ 
ened store to see a hat rumoured to have been worn by 
Henry VIII and then to finish, we were taken onto the 
roof of the palace and allowed to wander between the 
chimneys as we drank in the sumptuous views from our 
vantage point. 

Once back down with my feet on terra firma I again 
had a little break so decided to sit in the catering quarter 
and watch an interview with some of our rugby greats 
on the ITV stage. David Flatman, Ben Kay and Shane 
Williams filled an enlightening half hour by taking ques¬ 
tions and giving their opinions on the current Rugby 
World Cup. 

Friday at the festival was really Doctor Who day, so 
after a morning of flitting around to other things, I 
thought it was about time I should dip into the world of 
the Daleks. With so many hardcore fans around, I did 
feel a little out of place without a sonic screwdriver but 
really enjoyed the interview with first Russell T. Davies 
and then the authors of a book called The Scientific Se¬ 
crets of Doctor Who. Now look, I don’t pretend to be 
clever, but I did find some of the astrophysics explained 
by the pair to be enthralling. 

It was then time to take to the main arena with the 
multitudes for the climax, which was to involve come¬ 
dian Frank Skinner interviewing the Doctor himself, 
Peter Capoldi. I’m going to come clean here and tell you 
that when they announced there would be a delay in the 
interview starting, I decided I was just too cold and tired 
and so beat a retreat. I did hear from other journalists 
the next day however, that it was a great success. 


Day two began for me with a talk by former Conser¬ 
vative MP Gyles Brandreth, whose stand-up routine 
about our use of the English language was both witty 
and fascinating, particularly for the more mature in at¬ 
tendance. My next foray was to see another entertain¬ 
ment stalwart John Challis, whose interview about his 
books, including one titled Being Boysey, was full of 
amusing anecdotes but again was very much aimed at 
the more silver haired show goer. 

A more mixed event and hugely popular was the Eas- 
tEnders at 30 interview introduced by Gaby Roslin and 
attended by Stars Danny Dyer and Natalie Cassidy 
alongside the executive producer Dominic Treadwell- 
Collins, who revealed Benedict Cumberbatch had prom¬ 
ised to be in the show. It’s a long time since I’ve seen 
EastEnders but I was taken by how passionate all four 
of the panellists were about the storylines and its impor¬ 
tance in British culture. 

Now, the Great British Bake-Off is something I watch 
as, contrary to popular belief, I am actually something 
of a domestic goddess. I have also got to admit to having 
a bit of a crush on Paul Hollywood so there was no way 
I was going to miss out on the chance to hear his glori¬ 
ous Liverpudlian inflections. In a love-like haze I lis¬ 
tened intently as Mr Hollywood revealed much about 
his early career and that, hilariously, his pet name for 
Mary Berry is Bez. It was then my turn, and I asked the 
culinary maestro what he would bake to try to impress 
someone? 

Through the deafening sound of my fluttering heart 
as the steely blue eyes caught my gaze, I think I heard 
Paul say he would make a good old fashioned bread and 
butter pudding, a dish he had recently prepared for Chris 
Evans at the Car Fest. 

I then dipped into a 
very entertaining quiz run 
by the BFI before catch¬ 
ing the second half of an 
interview with the cast 
and creatives of Call the 
Midwife, who revealed 
that series five would start 
to cover the devastating 
consequences of Thalido¬ 
mide on babies in the 
1960s. 

I finished the chilly and 
now relatively quiet 
evening by listening to a 
fascinating interview with 
radio DJ and festival afi¬ 
cionado Edith Bowman, 
who revealed her passion 
for wellies and Kylie 
Minogue. 

There are a few things 
that get my inner fangirl 
going to quite such an ex¬ 
tent as BBCl’s Strictly 
Come Dancing and day 
three of the festival was 
Strictly day, so I quite lit¬ 
erally galloped to the 
event and arrived far too 
early. My first engage¬ 
ment was a masterclass 
with former Strictly star 
and world championship 
ballroom dancer Robin 
Windsor. After an initial 
warm-up I was paired 
with one of the festival’s 


presenters, Jo Pickard, who after only about five min¬ 
utes had to leave to introduce another event. This left 
me with no partner, so much to my absolute delight, the 
man himself, Robin Windsor, swept me off my feet and 
we danced the rest of the session together. I thought I’d 
died and gone to heaven. I have to say I’m more Ann 
Widdecombe than Ola Jordan and poor Robin had his 
toes trodden on more than once, but for me the giggling 
when I went the wrong way and the general dragging 
around the dance floor only made it more fun. 

There was then another schedule clash, which meant 
I had to miss half of Susanna Reid’s interview with Sir 
Bruce Forsyth, but when I did get there, it was well 
worth it. The 87-year- old veteran showed his trademark 
quick wit and totally engaged the filled auditorium. 
Bouncing off Reid, Sir Bruce still has tremendous 
sparkle and regaled the crowds with tales of old. 

The pair even finished with a tango. 

I then watched an excellent Strictly panel interview 
hosted by The One Show’s Alex Jones and featuring 
Russell Grant, Deborah Meaden and my friend Robin 
Windsor, before I joined throngs of chirping children for 
a Q and A with David Walliams. The comedian turned 
author read extracts from some of his top-selling books 
and revealed that he would be playing the dinner lady 
when one of them, Billionaire Boy, was adapted for TV. 

After a thank-you to the organisers I bid a fond 
farewell, tired but filled with pride at how awesome the 
broadcasting industry in this country remains. With ru¬ 
mours of major cuts to the BBC, many of the performers 
commented on their hopes that the institution will re¬ 
main. 

Popular events like this can only help keep the dis¬ 
cussion to the fore.

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'Brilliant' pastel demonstration well 
received by Lyme Regis Art Society 



LAST week, Lyme Regis Art Society were de¬ 
lighted to host a demonstration by Rebecca 
De Mendoca, a brilliantly talented pastel 
artist. 

From a very artistic family, Rebecca trained 
in theatre design, working with several well- 
known figures before concentrating on her 
own work, teaching and running courses. 

With a photograph of her teenage son, Re¬ 
becca drew hard Conte pastel strokes, empha¬ 
sising the important planes of the face onto 
pastel paper covered with Art Spectrum's Pas¬ 
tel Primer, which gives the paper toothed tex¬ 
ture needed to hold the pastel grains. 

She showed the human skull to be actually 
egg shaped with flattened sides so that the 
face area is an oblong with the line of the eyes 
being halfway down it, the end of the nose 
halfway between the eye line and the chin, 
and the ear sitting on the side of the head, be¬ 
tween the eyebrows line and the end of the 
nose. 

Explaining every move, Rebecca demonstrated a range of 
strokes, from thickly-covered areas to light wispy lines for hair 
or horses manes and twisted strokes for tangled curls and fur, 
and showed how a sharp edge of hard plastic could scrape off 
excess pastel, allowing another layer to be added. 

Before starting a portrait, Rebecca takes a lot of photographs 
in different lighting conditions to find which best suits the 
image. When depicting skin, she uses harder pastels in ochres 
and browns, overlaying these with paler tones of soft Unison 
pastels to give luminosity. 

Experimenting with the tonal ranges for the skin colours of

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Planning permission received 
for modern museum extension 


WEST Dorset District Council has 
granted planning permission for a 
modern extension to Lyme Regis 
Museum. 

The proposed £1.6million Mary An- 
ning Wing extension, which will be 
largely made of glass looking out across 
Lyme Regis, received the approval of the 
district's Development Control Commit¬ 
tee last week, despite Lyme Regis Town 
Council expressing concern over the use 
modern materials, in particular zinc pan¬ 
els which they said would be out of 
keeping with the area and the existing 
grade II listed museum. 

West Dorset's planning officer recom¬ 
mended approval of the plans in their 
report to the Development Control 
Committee. 

The report read: "The extensions and 
improvements to the museum are gen¬ 
erally supported and will enhance the 
facilities and improve the building 
which will be of public benefit. In¬ 
creased use and attraction of the mu¬ 
seum will support local businesses and 
the tourist economy. 

"The detailed concerns regarding the 
design and materials are discussed 
above and irrespective of the use of ma¬ 
terials the contemporary design is con-

sidered to be appropriate. Although the 
choice of material has been questioned 
the additional detail provided is now 
considered to satisfactorily clarify how 
this will be used and further detail can 
be covered by condition. 

"Alternative materials have been sug¬ 
gested but the proposal has not been 
amended and therefore the use of zinc 
remains and must now be considered. 
There is of course some subjective opin¬ 
ion and difference of opinion on this but 
overall the materials as proposed are 
considered to be appropriate for the de¬ 
sign approach and as such the scheme 
is recommended for approval. This is 
subject to consideration of the final 
comments from Heritage England. 

"In balancing the overall benefits of 
the scheme with the concerns regard¬ 
ing design and material the scheme is 
considered to be acceptable." 

Speaking after receiving planning per¬ 
mission, David Tucker, director of Lyme 
Regis Museum said: "The trustees of 
Lyme Regis Museum are very grateful to 
West Dorset District Council for granting 
us planning permission for the Mary An- 


ning Wing.This will give us the opportu¬ 
nity to do all we can to preserve and 
make accessible Lyme's fantastic her¬ 
itage. 

"We're now seeking the last 10 per 
cent of the funding we need to start 
construction in September 2016. We 
would never have got to this position 
without the support of so many people 
especially the museum's volunteers and 
staff, the Heritage Lottery Fund, our dis¬ 
trict and county councils and the major 
trusts that have pledged support. 

"Lyme Regis already has a lovely mu¬ 
seum, but this project will allow us to do 
much more for local people, especially 
children in Lyme's schools." 

The proposed extension recently re¬ 
ceived a £798,000 grant from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. It will include a 
learning space for schools, families, re¬ 
searchers and community groups; a re¬ 
displayed geology gallery to bring alive 
the story of Mary Anning; a showcase of 
the museum's fossil collection; new vis¬ 
itor reception and a bigger gift shop; lift 
to the upper floor galleries and a fully 
accessible toilet.

'Cautious optimism'over 
police funding formula 


WHILE the Police Commissioner for 
Devon and Cornwall, Tony Hogg, has 
described the government’s initial pro¬ 
posals for changes to police funding as 
‘disastrous’ , the commissioner for 
Dorset, Martyn Underhill, has wel¬ 
comed them with cautious optimism. 

Mr Underhill is pleased with the Gov¬ 
ernment’s initial proposals following the 
recent consultation over the funding for¬ 
mula used to allocate grant funding to 
police forces in England and Wales. 

The commissioner has long cam¬ 
paigned for a fairer funding deal from 
central government for Dorset Police, 
with the current formula he says being 
outdated, unfair and not fit for purpose. 

He is therefore glad that a number of 
elements from the Dorset submission to 
the consultation appear to have been in¬ 
cluded in the initial proposals being put 
forward by the Government to update 
the national formula. This includes re¬ 
moval of the flawed method used to 
recognise each force area’s ability to 
raise money through council tax, but re¬ 
tention of the impact of the density of 
bars in a particular location. 

Mr Underhill said: “I am encouraged 
by the initial proposals being put for¬ 
ward by the Government in relation to 
police funding nationally and, whilst the 
consultation remains ongoing, this po¬ 
tentially looks like a much fairer deal for 
Dorset Police and local communities. 

“For example, if the initial proposals 
were implemented, this would see 
Dorset’s share of the national police 
funding increase from 0.83 per cent to 
0.87 per cent - equivalent to an increase 
in grant funding of £2.8 million per 
year.” 

“The consultation remains ongoing 


however, and any final proposals will 
also be subject to transitional arrange¬ 
ments which will see the changes phased 
in over a period of time.” 

“It is also important to remember the 
wider funding context as well, with 
Dorset Police expecting to see a reduc¬ 
tion of at least 25 per cent in their grant 
funding over the next four years when 
the next Comprehensive Spending Re¬ 
view (CSR) is announced in November. 

“It is therefore vital that Dorset re¬ 
ceives better equality from the changes 
in funding formula.” 

County hospital could 
face £3.5million shortfall 

DORSET County Hospital is heading 
for a £3.5million shortfall by the be¬ 
ginning of April. 

The figure is being planned for by 
the trust which runs the service, but 
may not be reached. 

A spokesman says it will continue to 
"strive for efficiencies" but will not 
compromise on the quality of services 
to patients. 

There are no plans to cut jobs al¬ 
though a review, currently underway, 
may ultimately result in some services 
being reduced or moved altogether 
from the Dorchester hospital. 

The main reason for overspends na¬ 
tionally also affects the County Hospi¬ 
tal - having to hire in expensive 
agency staff after failing to recruit 
enough staff nurses and medics lo¬ 
cally, or even from abroad. 

The Dorchester hospital has been 
actively recruiting in Europe and now 
employs several nurses from Italy and 
Spain.

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Get your greenhouse winter-ready

THE first frosts have already arrived in parts of the UK, 
which is your sign to get tender plants under cover before 
they succumb to the ravages of winter. 

If you haven't already done so, check your greenhouse 
heater's working, that automatic vent openers are still op¬ 
erating, and clear out cucumbers, peppers, aubergine and 
chilli plants which have been fully harvested. 

As the weather turns cooler, close up the greenhouse in 
the early afternoon to trap heat, which will help to ripen 
indoor fruit. Keep dampness to a minimum and ventilate 
when possible to move air around the plants and keep 
them healthy. 

If you have permanent fruit growing in your greenhouse 
borders, work in organic matter such as compost or well- 
rotted manure around them. 

Bring in tender plants including cannas and bananas in 
pots, before the frost damages the leaves, as well as shrubs 
including azaleas, camellias and daphnes for early spring 
flowers. 

There's still time to sow Californian poppy, pansies, corn¬ 
flowers and sweet peas, and plant bulbs for spring colour. 

Linda Lane, managing director of family firm Griffin 
Glasshouses, says key tasks should focus on letting in light, 
eliminating disease and controlling bugs and pests. 

Autumn is a great time to have a good clear-out as you 


will get rid of pests which might otherwise overwinter in 
the warmer environment. 

"It is essential to keep glasshouses clean and healthy," she 
says. "They should not be used to store garden tools, pots, 
old plant labels and seed boxes as they can harbour pests 
and diseases. Make sure the glass on both the inside and 
out is regularly cleaned to maximise the short daylight and 
sunshine hours we have in the winter." 

Use a proprietary glass cleaner if the panes are particu¬ 
larly dirty, otherwise just plain water, making sure it does¬ 
n't drop on to the leaves of the plants. She advises against 
using a pressure washer unless it's a warm day when plants 
can be taken outside. 

"Keep pathways and staging clean and, if necessary, 
wash over with a non-toxic disinfectant. Repair broken 
glass because draughts can cause immediate damage in 
cold weather." 

Where panes overlap, use an old lolly stick or plant label 
to ease out the dirt, then give the area a gentle slosh with 
water to remove it completely. Use a scrubbing brush to 
wash down shelves and staging, making sure you do the 
underside as well as the top. 

It may be too late in the season to repaint or treat 
wooden greenhouses, but all metal supports should be 
washed down, inside and out, again ensuring no spillage

onto the plants. 

You may need to put up insulation to ensure overnight 
temperatures are kept as high as possible inside the green¬ 
house, saving money on heating bills. 

"Finally, our changing weather patterns suggest we are 
going to experience a lot more torrential rain, so make sure 
glasshouse guttering, and other rain harvesting facilities, 
are working efficiently and are clean. 

"On warmer, sunny days, do make sure the glasshouse is 
ventilated, but remember to close up at night," warns Lane. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Miscanthus 

Ornamental grasses come into their own at this time of 
year and miscanthus is among the best, forming a large 
clump of arching mid green leaves-and in autumn upright 
stems appear bearing silvery flowerheads. It grows best in 
full sun in fairly fertile, moist but well-drained soil.The flow¬ 
erheads can be left to create movement and structure in 
winter but should be cut down to ground level in early 
spring. Established clumps can be divided to increase stock 
in spring. Good varieties include M. sinensis 
’Silberfeder’.and ’Grosse Fontaine’, also known as ’Big Foun¬ 
tain’, which grows to 2m (6ft). These grasses are popular for 
prairie and gravel planting and some, such as ’Undine’, have 
good orange autumn colour.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Ripening tomatoes 


Even if your outdoor tomatoes are green, you’ll have to 
bring them in now to avoid them being hit by frost. But 
there are ways of ripening tomatoes once they've been 
picked. If you have cherry tomatoes, for instance, you can 



cut trusses of them and hang them in an airy place such as 
the kitchen or a potting shed for them to ripen. Another 
good way is to put a few green tomatoes in a sealed jar or 
brown paper bag with a banana. Bananas emit ethylene 
gas, which encourage tomatoes to ripen. The cooler the 
storage area, the longer it will take for tomatoes to ripen, 
but in a normal household situation, they should ripen 
within two weeks. If you have immature green tomatoes 
which simply aren't going to ripen, consider making a chut¬ 
ney or green tomato relish with them.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Cut the grass if the weather remains warm and dry, and 
trim the edges. 

• Cut down all dead flower stems on herbaceous peren¬ 
nials and tidy borders to remove foliage and plant remains, 
compost this material. Leave late-flowering perennials. 

• Sow a row of hardy peas and cover with cloches. Broad 
beans can also be sown now. 

• Remove old vegetable crops, clear the ground and dig 
compost or manure into the soil. Leave heavy soil rough- 
dug so frost can penetrate to help break it down. 

• Lift dahlia tubers when the foliage has been blackened 
by frost. 

• Throw a net over a branch bearing holly berries to stop 
the birds pecking at them. 

• Bring potted late-flowering chrysanthemums under 
glass before frost strikes 

• Wrap grease bands around the trunks of apple, plum 
and cherry trees to catch the winter moth as she climbs to 
lay her eggs. 

• Rake and scarify lawns to remove thatch and other de¬ 
bris. 

• Continue to take hardwood cuttings of roses and shrubs 
like cornus, buddleia and ribes.-

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A prickly subject

Hedgehog populations are in trouble. They've de¬ 
clined by 30% in the last 10 years alone and there are 
now thought to be fewer than a million left in the UK, 
according to the RHS. 

So, what can gardeners do about it? This year, the 
RHS and The Wildlife Trusts are teaming up with the 
campaign Hedgehog Street during Wild About Gar¬ 
dens Week to encourage us to make gardens, schools 
and community spaces hedgehog-friendly. 

"Improving your gardens for invertebrate groups 
will encourage hedgehogs into the garden, as insects, 
slugs, snails and earthworms are the hedgehog's nat¬ 
ural food source," says Helen Bostock, RHS senior hor¬ 
ticultural adviser. 

Hedgehogs are not herbivores, so will not feast on 
leaves, flowers or other plant matter, but they will feed 
on the pollinating insects and other species which are 
attracted to particular plants. 

As well as feeding on slugs and snails, hedgehogs 
also eat groups of beetles, caterpillars, earthworms 
and even birds' eggs, as well as meat-based dog and 
cat food, or dry hedgehog food available from garden 
centres and online. 

"There's going to be an indirect benefit when it 
comes to plant choice," says Bostock. "If you increase 
invertebrates you will encourage the hedgehogs' nat¬ 
ural food sources." 

At this time of year, just before hibernation, good 
pollinating plants including asters, dahlias, Japanese 
anemones, sedums and Verbena bonariensis will all 
encourage just the type of invertebrates hedgehogs 
need to get them through the winter. 

At other times of the year, a mix of flower shapes will 
attract a variety of insects, from tall foxgloves, to 
climbing honeysuckles, ornamental alliums, salvias, 
single flowered roses and herbs, including rosemary 
and chives. 

Bear in mind that hedgehogs only have short legs 
and don't do well on steep inclines, she says. 

"Remove potential hazards. Any steep sides on 
ponds can lead to hedgehogs drowning. Create a gen¬ 
tle ramp to allow them easy access in and out of the 
water. 


"Check bonfire piles before you light them, as 
hedgehogs may be hiding underneath them and be 
careful when strimming long grass, where they may 
be found. Also, don't leave litter or items like fruit cage 
netting loose for hedgehogs to get caught up in. 
Open drains and trenches can also cause problems." 

Wild About Gardens Week will also be encouraging 
people to create 13cm x 13cm hedgehog holes in 
fences, walls and other barriers to allow these crea¬ 
tures to access different gardens for food and shelter. 

"Solid boundaries are problematic for hedgehogs," 
says Bostock. "Adults travel between 1 -2km per night 
and need that space to forage." 

Gardeners should not cut everything back as soon 
as late autumn arrives, she says. Leave some stems 
standing to provide effective cover and if you want to 
buy or make hedgehog shelters, make sure they are 
sturdy and that their holes are big enough for access, 
and place them in a quiet spot with natural cover such 
as leaves, so that rain doesn't flood the shelter. 

To illustrate the point, RHS Harlow Carr in Yorkshire 
is launching three gardens which are each 5m x 5m - 
one contemporary, one formal and the other wild - 
with small holes in the boundaries to allow hedgehog 
access, featuring planting which will attract inverte¬ 
brates and hedgehog shelters. 

Leafy plants including hostas, which provide both 
cover and attract slugs and snails, which are food for 
hedgehogs, are featured in the gardens, as are willow 
shelters, short grasses and bare soil, where they can 
forage for worms.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Shallots 

Shallots are often seen as the up-market relative of 
onions, having a milder flavour and looking and tast¬ 
ing delicious whole in casseroles, as well as being per¬ 
fect for pickling. Yet they are as easy to grow as regular 
onions. You buy sets in February and March, planting 
them out with a trowel so they are just covered by soil, 
spacing them 20cm (8in) apart in rows 30cm (12in) 
apart. The area needs to be kept weed-free and you'll 
need to water them in periods of dry weather. Havest 
them when the leaves turn yellow in July or August, 
lift and then dry them in the sun, spreading them in 
layers in a frostproof shed. Good varieties include 
'Griselle' and 'Golden Gourmet'. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Liriope 

This underrated perennial provides a dense ever¬ 
green clump of strap-shaped leaves all year round, but 
its moment of glory comes in autumn when striking 
violet flowers appear. They combine well with bright 
pink Nerine bowdenii or colchicums, or alternatively 
establish clumps between spring-flowering shrubs, 
where their leaves will add year-round interest. Liriope 
muscari, a reliable tough plant, prefers neutral to acid

soil and can withstand drought, seaside winds and 
shade. However, they do flower best in sun. Many have 
variegated foliage. White-flowered types include 'Mon¬ 
roe White', which grows to 25cm (lOin). In spring, cut 
down old leaves to the ground to encourage fresh new 
growth.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


• Cut seedheads of Acanthus spinosus, teasel and 
globe artichokes to dry and use for decoration in the 
home in winter 

• Lift, divide and replant older clumps of perennials 
such as crocosmia, hardy geraniums and hostas 

• Lift canna lilies, which can be treated as tender 
perennials, trimmed and potted into peat-free com¬ 
post, stored in a frost-free place where it's cool and dry 

• Continue to plant spring-flowering bulbs 

• Pot up half-hardy fuchsias and take them under 


cover if necessary, keeping them cool and dry but don't 
let them dry out completely 

• Begin winter digging once the ground has been 
cleared, particularly if you have heavy clay soil, which 
benefits from being broken up and exposed to winter 
weather 

• Pick the last of the runner beans and, if they are not 
too large, freeze them 

• Cover bare ground with polythene to protect the soil 
from winter rain 

• Remove old yellowing leaves on Brussels sprouts 
and other winter brassicas as they develop 

• Prepare the ground for new fruit trees, digging over 
the area and incorporating plenty of organic matter.

A WEST DORSET housing association has 
moved into new offices on the site of their old re¬ 
pairs building in Dorchester. Prior to that the build¬ 
ing was once a meat factory. 

Magna Housing, which has many tenants in 
Lyme Regis, moved out of the site on Railway Tri¬ 
angle Industrial Estate in Dorchester over a year 
ago and since then has redeveloped the old build¬ 
ing. 

Yogesh Vadgama, head of Magna’s technical 
services department, was responsible for the proj¬ 
ect. He said: “The old building leaked and was 
desperately in need of work, but bits of it were ok. 
So we stripped off all the external fabric of the 
building and re-built around the existing structure. 

“It’s very important that we use our resources, in¬ 
cluding money, wisely and carefully, giving the 
best value for money we can. We decided not to 
move into brand new offices, but to redevelop our 
old office site. 

“Doing this cost us less money, so we have more 
money to spend on looking after our tenants and 
providing a good maintenance and repairs service.” 

Graham Colls, group chief executive, who offi¬ 
cially opened the building, said: “We celebrated 
our 25th anniversary last year and we plan to be 
here to celebrate our 50th. This new building goes 
a long way to making sure that we have offices that 
are fit for purpose and will see us through those 
next 25 years.” 

Selena Parsons, trade supervisor, said: “The of¬ 
fices are really lovely and modern. But best of all, 
we are all in one building together and it makes it 
much easier to work with other departments and 
provide the best service possible for our residents.” 


Council consults on support services 

DORSET County Council is consulting on four options 
about how it could deliver its support services in fu¬ 
ture. 

The council began a review of its support services 
- core functions like HR, legal, IT, customer services, 
business support and finance - in July. The aim was 
to decide how the council could access effective sup¬ 
port services but at a lower cost. 

The support services also need the skills and capa¬ 
bility to help the council continue to change the way 
it delivers services. This is part of the council's For¬ 
ward Together programme, to both manage the 
council's finances in the light of continued reductions 
in grant and continue to provide the services the 
people of Dorset need. 

Council leader Robert Gould said:"The council sup¬ 
port services do a vital job in helping deliver services 
to residents. Much has been done already to save 
money in this area - £6.5million of savings have been 
delivered over the last five years. However, we need 
to look for new ways of working to ensure the council 
has the support it needs while continuing to save 
money." 

The four options being considered are: 

• Continuing to deliver support services mainly 
through council staff. This would mean the council 
working to improve its support services on its own, 
buying in additional skills as required. 

• Entering a shared service with other local author¬ 
ities. Joining or forming a partnership of local au¬ 
thorities to deliver the services jointly, sharing skills 
and expertise. 

• Recruiting a single partner to work on a 'risk and 
reward' basis to help the council transform. Working 
with a partner to make the changes with the partner 
usually being paid from the savings generated. 

• Letting a contract to a commercial partner to de¬ 
liver the support services for us. This would see all or 
some of the support services outsourced to com¬ 
pany, which would then provide them for the coun¬ 
cil. 

Councillor Gould added: "At this stage we are con¬ 
sidering a range of options, all of which have pros 
and cons. To help us decide we would very much ap¬ 
preciate local people's views." 

A document explaining the options is available at 
www.dorsetforyou.com/support-services-review 
along with a questionnaire asking people what they 
think.The consultation will run until November 16th 
and a decision will be made in December.

I was 
a bit obsessed with them really. 

"Then I went to an adult education class run by 
Anthony Hewitt. One day he said we had to paint 
a beach scene with people and that was it. I 
looked at all the people on the beach and I could 
just see the humour in it all. 

"And the resemblance to real people is purely ac¬ 
cidental, but I do put the same couple in every 
painting. People will lookforthem now, I suppose. 
Maybe they'll look for them instead of looking for 
themselves! 

"I love it when people try to spot themselves or 
someone they know in the pictures. I take my 
sketchbook down to the beach all the time, and 
my camera. But they really aren't real people, 
they're a sort of hybrid." 

One of Edna's Monmouth Beach paintings is now 
owned by Sidmouth Museum, and another of her 
classic Lyme beach scenes graces the wall of the 
mairie in Lyme twin town of Barfleur, Normandy, 
as Edna was a great 
supporter of the twin¬ 
ning. Now Lyme will 
get the opportunity to 
enjoy her talents, cele¬ 
brate her life and search 
for that recurring cou¬ 
ple on the beach.

Philip Clouts Quartet 'Umoya' Album 
Launch Tour comes to Bridport 


PIANIST Philip Clouts brings his quartet to Bridport Arts Centre on Fri¬ 
day, October 23rd as part of a wide ranging UK tour to mark the re¬ 
lease of a new album, Umoya, one of the first releases on the newjazz 
imprint of American classical label Odradek. 

It's an album that confirms the Cape Town-born Clouts'ongoing love 
affair with South African music but also with rhythms and melodies 
from around the world. Influences including Sufi music, Nigerian 
dance rhythms and folk music from Romania and Southern Italy, as 
well as gospel music all figure, in his latest compositions. 

"Jazz and world music have been important to me throughout my 
musical life," says the now Dorset-based Clouts who emerged on the 
London jazz scene during the 1980s and became a key member of 
popular world jazz ensemble Zubop before moving to the Jurassic 
coast in 2006. "I'm inspired by both the freedom of jazz and the root¬ 
edness of world music with its sense of dance, community and spiri¬ 
tuality. Listening to both genres always reveals a variety of 
approaches to rhythm, harmony and melody." 

Although he came over to the UK from Cape Town with his family 
as a young child in the early 1960s, Clouts grew up hearing the music 
of his homeland as his parents - his father, Sydney Clouts, was a poet 
whose work captured the South African landscape - had brought 
their favourite records with them. 

After his two older brothers began taking piano lessons, he im¬ 
pressed the family by picking up what his siblings were playing by 
ear. He found himself drawn to improvising, and hearing the great 
British pianist Stan Tracey on a television pro¬ 
gramme when he was twelve attracted him to 
jazz and inspired him to take the instrument 
more seriously. 

It was while studying anthropology at Cam¬ 
bridge University that Clouts realised that he re¬ 
ally wanted to focus on contributing to his own 
culture. On returning to London he got the 
chance to play with and learn from musicians in¬ 
cluding pianist Bheki Mseleku, who became a 
mentor for a while, and percussionist Thebe 
Lipere, who joined Clouts in the first incarnation 
of Zubop. 

"There was a lot of South African music on the 
London scene at that time in the 1980s," he says. 

"I never saw the Blue Notes, who were the first 
wave, live because I was too young but there 
were bands that had grown out of them and 
were carrying on that same spirit that they'd 
brought over. Their saxophonist, Dudu Pukwana 
was a real force in those days and, of course, lis¬ 
tening to the Blue Notes' pianist, Chris MacGre¬ 



gor's Brotherhood of Breath was 
a huge inspiration." 

Clouts'current quartet features 
London-based musicians, rising 
star saxophonist Samuel Eagles, 
bass guitarist Alex Keen and the 
Yamaha Jazz Scholarship-win¬ 
ning drummer Dave Ingamells, 
all players who have, he says, 
taken to the multi-cultural mix 
at the root of his music with real 

enthusiasm. _____ 

"Umoya is the Zulu word for'life force'. It can also be 
translated as'soul'and 'spirit'and I'm really pleased with the way Sam, 
Alex and Dave brought these aspects out in the music on the album," 
says Clouts. "We've played a couple of dates on the tour already and 
I'm really looking forward to the stretch of concerts because they'll 
give us a chance to really develop the music." 

The Bridport concert will be the only South West date on the tour 
and it is on the actual release date of the new album. In addition there 
will be a curtain raiser from the Woodroffe School Little Big Band.
